RESEARCH ON CORN 
SHOWS OPPORTUNITY 
FOR HIGHER YIELDS 


STATE COLLEGE, Miss.—Rec- 


Jord corn yields were made in 


Missisippi in 1961, but research 
shows opportunities for produc- 
ing much more. 


The average yield for the state 
was 37 bushels per acre, but in 
the main hybrid tests of the Ex- 
periment Station it was more than 
90 bushels. Dr. C. O. Grogan, US 
DA agronomist who heads the 
state’s corn breeding program, 
says this fact indicates Mississip- 
pi is not approaching the full po- 
tential for corn yield. 

In order to get ‘ information 
meaningful to all parts of the 
state, corn tests are planted at 
seven north Mississippi locations, 
six in central Missisippi and two 
ih the Southern part of the state.

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PLANT COLOR INTO 
YOUR LANDSCAPE 


In planting the home grounds, 
one of your goals should be to 
have color all year long, every 
season, whether it be spring, ' 
summer, fall or winter. 

If yor are fortunate enough toj 
tive in Florida or southern Cali- 
fornia in frost-free areas, you 
can have flowers in the winter- 
time. In the colder regions, you 
will rely on the various greens, ' 
and grays of evergreens, as well 
as berries, bark colors and limb, 
structure of the plant to provide | 
interest. 
| In the ‘spring, nothing cheers 
the family so much as a lovely | 
flowering tree. Your nurseyman į 
will advise on this. In the spring / 
also there are lovely shrub flow- 
ers, roses, forsythia, camellias in 
the south, azaleas, perennials, vi- 
burnums and many others, such as 
rhododendrons.
